
Title IX guidelines cause concern 


Citing the pouible “end cf 
intercollegiate sports as we 
now know it," UT President 
Edward J. Boling said here 
Monday night that he hopes 
(or and expects to see some 
changes in the proposed 
guidelines for enforcement of 
Title IX of the Higher 
Education Ammendmenla of 
in. 

"This is nothing prejudiced 
against women," Boling said. 
"The guidelines were in¬ 
terpreted by people who ap¬ 
parently have no knowledge of 
what's going on in college 
athletics I do not think the 
best interest of the students is 
being thought of.” 

Boling made his statements 
following a meeting with IJTM 
administrators lie com 
mented on the official stand 
taken by UT earlier this week 
Spokesmen had said the 
guidelines proposed by ihe 


Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare to 
amend sex-discrimination 
regulations in Title IX would 
have "disastrous" effects on 
the University, its students 
and employees 
Although Boling expressed 
fears about harmful effects on 
intercollegiate sports, the 
guidelines state that Title IX 
"would neither exempt nor 
disrupt intercollegiate 
athletics as some have feared. 
rather the regulation moves in 
the direction of insuring better 
opportunities for women in 
athletic programs.” 

Much of the controversy 
that has surrounded Title IX 
has concerned the possible 
effects that it could have on 
intercollegiate sports 
The guidelines for Title IX 
state that "Where selection is 
based on competitive skill, 
athletics may be provided 


through separate teams for 
males and females or through 
a single team open to both 
sexes Institutions must 
determine, at least annually, 
in what sports students desire 
to participate. If separate 
teams are offered, a recipeint 
institution may not 
discriminate on the basis of 
sex in provision of necessary 
equipment, supplies, or in any 
other way, but equal 
aggregate expenditures are 
not required." 

"This calls for financing of 
women’s athletics at the same 
level as men's," Boling said. 

Bettye Giles, head of the 
women's physical education 
department, expressed the 
feeling that perhaps the time 
for some changes in in¬ 
tercollegiate sports has 
arrived. 

“It doesn't seem so horrible 
to think about having some 


changes made in in¬ 
tercollegiate sports, but I 
wouldn't want to see this bring 



an end to them,” Ms Giles 
said

"A recipient institution 
which admits male and 
female students may not 
provide varsity sports op¬ 
portunities exclusively or 
virtuallv exclusively for male 
students',’the guidelines state. 
"However, it is not required to 
provide women access to 
men's teams if it furnishes 
women separate opportunities 
to participate in competitive 
athletics of comparable types 
and at comparable levels of 
competition." 

“I have enough faith in the 
administration of the UT 
System that regardless of how 
Title IX comes out they will 


provide athletics that the 
students desire and would like 
to participate in regardless of 
sex." Ms Giles said. 

In opposing the guidelines, 
UT spokesman said they do 
agree with the intent of the 
guidelines but that it could 
harm programs that already 
exist, if there are not changes 
Dealing with outside agencies 
which practice discrimination 
according to sex, which 
prohibit separate teams for 
men and women in in¬ 
tramurals, that require 
financial support of women's 
intercollegiate athletics be 
comparable to that of men, 
and that require the 
University to make available 
to HEW any written in¬ 
formation including private or 
confidential files, to ascertain 
compliance with the 
regulations.

result in budget cut

With a final figure still 
undetermined, an enrollment 
count currently shows 4985 
students registered this 
quarter. 74more than the total 
enrollment for last fall 
quarter 

However, the number of full 
(ime equated students will be 
lower this quarter than last 
fall which means the 
University will have to sustain 
a slight cut in budgeting, 
according to Henry Allison, 
dean of admissions and 
records. 

“In order to be a fully 
equated student, a person 
must be carrying a load of 15 
hours of undergraduate or 12 
hours of graduate courses." 


Allison said. "This is im¬ 
portant because the 
legislature determines out- 
funding by the number of fully 
equated students." 

According to Allison, UTM 
can expect an enrollment of 
between 4600-4700 fully 
equated students 

"We needed 4694 fully 
equated students to keep from 
losing any money," Allison 
said "1 project the fully 
equated student enrollment 
will be somewhere around 
4650.” 

Allison said if his figures are 
accurate, some money will 
have to be refunded, but he 
does not yet know how much. 

"This will necessitate 
tightening our belts a little,' ' 
Allison said, “but it should not

Franklin says ‘film orgy’ 
was not complete failure

SGA Secretary of Com 
munications Keith Franklin 
said this week he doesn't 
consider last weekend's 
“movie orgy” a complete 
failure although the program 
did not go as expected. 

"Something should have 
been done differently," 
Franklin said, "but I don't 
know who would have known 
what to do.” 

Despite a shortage of films, 
the “orgy” was held Friday 
night in the University Center 
Ballroom for a portion of the 
time originally scheduled with 
approximately an hour and a 
half of the scheduled comedy 
classics and the rest of the 
time devoted to several 
educationaltype films that 
SGA borrowed 
The "orgy" was originally 
scheduled to last eight hours 
from 10 p.m. Friday until 6 
a m Saturday However, only- 
enough film or approximately 
90 minutes of showing was 
received, Franklin said 
After the showing of those 
films and a number of others 
that had been borrowed, the 
lights were turned on and the 
remaining students were 
asked to leave around 2:30 
Saturday morning 
According to Franklin, the 
movies were being furnished 
by the Pabst Blue Ribbon 
Brewing Company at no 
charge to SGA. He said the 
movies were to come to the 
school through Vincent's 
Distributing Company in 
Martin However, they 
received only two movies, 
leaving SGA with six and a 
half hours for which there 
were no films 


“We don't know why the 
movies did not show up,” 
Franklin said.“David Earls, 
advertising manager for 
Vincent's, told me the movies 
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were supposed to come from 
some college in Middle Tenn 
essee who had been using 
them before we were to get 
them, but they never showed 
up at Vincent's." 

Franklin said SGA did not 
find out for sure the movies 
were not going to arrive until 
Friday night. However, they 
started looking for some 
additional movies Thursday 
afternoon when the complete 
shipment of movies had not 
arrived 

"We tried to get some 
movies from the Varsity 
Theater in Martin and several 
other theaters in the area, but 
none were available," 
Franklin said 

The advertisement for the 
"orgy” stated the program 
was going to contain "good 
old-time flicks" and mention 
W. C. Fields and Laurel and 
Hardy as stars in the films 

One W. C. Fields and one 
Laurel and Hardy movie were 
shown along with a series of 
other short comedy movies 


Several educational films 
were also shown in the ab¬ 
sence of the originally 
scheduled movies 

A number of students voiced 
disapproval and disap¬ 
pointment at the end of the 
scheduled comedy classics 
and during the time the 
borrowed films were being 
shown. 

"I haven't heard a lot of 
comments from students," 
Franklin said about student 
reacton to the movie orgy."I 
think the first part of the 
program went well because of 
the number of students 
there " 

“I do not feel the program 
was a flop,” Franklin con¬ 
tinued "The quality of en- 
lertairiment was not as good 
as we had hoped it would be." 

Both Franklin and SGA 
President Mike Faulk said 
they did not feel the movie 
orgy will have any adverse

Movie orgy flops 


Fiasco dims hope 


A ray a! hope for tome innovative ideas in 
entertainment this year was somewhat dim 
wed this past weekend as the SGA faded in 
presenting their movie orgy as advertised. 

While SGA touted a great program of old- 
time films for Friday night’s movie “orgy," 
students attending saw only approximately M 
minutes of those “good old flicks.'' 

Originally. SGA had planned eight con¬ 
secutive hours of old comedy movies, begin¬ 
ning at midnight Friday and running to 8 a m 
Saturday. That was cut back to a six hour 
schedule ending at 8 a.m. Then, finally the 
starting time was moved up to lk p.m. Friday. 

The first hour and a half went as advertised, 
with the showing of comedy classics of past 
years. Then the fiasco began. Not wanting to 
disappoint the faithful movie goer. SGA ran a 
series of such entertaining and educational 
films as the founding of Jamestown. Va.. with 
C aptain John Smith in the starring role. Also on 
tap was a great movie feature that detailed the 
training of an eagle in Mexico to catch an 
iguana and bring it back alive to the eagle's 
trainer. 

Of course one must not overlook the film 
feature on careers in journalism, not to men¬ 


tion Lowell Thomas' guided lour through Brvce 
Canyon. Wow! With such excitement and knee 
slapping comedy on the screen, no wooder 
there was still a faithful contingent remaining 
in the Uni versify Center Ballroom until about 
2:38 Saturday morning when the janitorial 
crew gave up on the films and turned on the 
lights. 

Granted, neither SGA nor Pabst Brewing 
C ompany, who were to provide the films, can 
be given the direct blame for not showing the 
movies. The problem was basically one in 
shipping, over which they had little or no 
control. 

Nevertheless, the fact remains the "orgy" 
was advertised as eight hours of cinema en¬ 
joyment and SGA came up with approximately 
three hours of celluloid silliness. Like it or not. 
those students who came and then later wished 
they hadn't are going to have a skeptical view 
of SGA's plans for more innovative ideas in 
entertainment. 

Perhaps it would have been better if SGA had 
simply admitted the problems before the 
movies started and postponed the event until 
later, rather than try to pass off the other flicks 
as entertainment. Hopefully, this type of 
mistake won't happen again. 


Work for student rights 
brings responsibilities 


Due to some hard work by SGA during the 
~ past few weeks, many UTM students 
previously denied the opportunity to vote in 
Weakley County may now do so. 

SGA President Mike Faulk spearheaded the 
effort to allow dorm residents and all other 
students living in Weakley County to register to 
vote in all elections applicable to the local area. 
Many other SGA officers and interested 
students assisted in the effort, which required 
numerous visits, letters and phone calls to 
Weakley County Election Commission officials 
before the action finally came about. 

The commission had resisted for some time 
the efforts of individual students to register, 
especially those who lived in dormitories. In 
the past, there were cases where students went 
through the process with the registrar's office, 
but were later turned down by the commission. 
Now. if the procedure continues as SGA of¬ 
ficials have explained it. UTM students wishing 
to register in Weakley County are free of many 
of the arbitrary county qualifications that may 
have previously hindered students from 
registering. 

This action would have had a much more 
Immediate effect if the changes had come 
about early enough to provide ample time for 
registration for the important fall elections. 
Although some students have taken advantage 
of the change, many were not aware of the new 
policy early enough to register. 

While these changes have been put into effect 
on the county level, there are still a number of 
state election laws which may leave the student 
on shakey ground.Faulk said SGA will be 
: working with the state legislature in hopes of 
amending some of the stale laws which require 
certain useless and arbitrary questions 
regarding Tennessee residency. Hopefully, the 
efforts to amend these laws will be successful. 

Although the efforts so far have brought 
beneficial results, there is still much that needs 
to be done. SGA should conduct an all-out 
registration drive on campus, with a sup¬ 


plemental registration held here before future 
elections. 

Whatever the results for the upcoming state 
elections, SGA should continue efforts along 
these lines and students should reap the 
benefits of the hard work that has gone into the 
effort so far. Students should remember this 
new option and fulfill their responsibilities by 
voting in all elections. 


Important 
issue faced 


Although there has been little publicity on the 
subject, students will face an important 
question on next week’s SGA ballot. It is one of 
the six referendum issues to be voted on in that 
election - the method of choosing nominees for 
the student position on the UT Board of 
Trustees. 

Next year is L'TM’s turn to fill the slot. Three 
nominees will be selected here with the 
Governor making the final decision. 

As things stand now. the three possibilities 
for the method of nomination are: (1) ap¬ 
pointment by the SGA President. (2) ap¬ 
pointment by the SGA Congress and (3) 
popular vote by the student body. An election of 
nominees by the student body is the best of 
those three methods in allowing for all students 
to have a voice in the selection process. 

One puzzling factor in the situation here is the 
fact the SGA has failed to sufficiently publicize 
the referendum. Local and state governments 
make known in sufficient time before every 
election what special questions or referen- 
dums. If any. are going to be on the ballot. But 
SGA hasn’t followed this example. SGA 
President Mike Faulk has said the final 
referendum languagemay not be drawn up until 
the Monday night before the Tuesday election. 

The student trustee position is an important 
one. And. the wishes of the students can best be 
voiced by a student who has been popularly 
elected. 
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What lies ahead?

By PATT FI.MORK 
Pacer Suit Writer 
With the help of a $2S,uou 
federal grant from the 
Department of Health.

f'TM's cooperative education 
program is in the process of 
expanding to enable studenLs 
in all fields of study to gain 
practical working experience 
Until this year. UTM offered 
Coop programs only in the 
areas of engineering. 


chemistry, business and 
engineering technology, ac¬ 
cording to James Odell Jones, 
newly appointed dean of 
cooperative education In the 
expanded program. Jones 
said he hopes to place students 
from the humanities, home 
economics and other fields 
practicalworking situations 
"Right now," Jones said, "I 
am not able to work with in¬ 
dividual students enrolled in 
fields outside the established 


coop program I am trying to 
establirn new co-op programs 
through faculty response and 
cooperation " 

The procedure for bringing 
new departments into the 
cooperative program. Jones 
explained, is to first meet with 
the faculty of an interested 
department or school 

"If the dean or chairman 
and faculty decide in favor of 
participation," the co-op 
guidelines state, "written 
program plans will be 
developed so that students can 
be certain required courses 
will be available when needed 
Also, a faculty advisor will be 
assigned to counsel all 
cooperative students within 
the department and serve as 
the cooperative liaison faculty 
member.He will also serve on 
a Cooperative Advisory 
Committee.” 

"Once we have a depart 
ment that wants to work in the 
program," Jone said, “I'll 
contact employers offering 
jobs related to that particular 
field of study. I will be 
working closely with Ron 
Finch in the Placement Office, 


in 1949 He was a co-op student 
with the Tennessee Valley 
Authority from 1940-42 

"One of the first things I did 
after my appointment," Jones 
said, "was establish a co-op 
program with UT Knoxville 
We started off with two 
students and have had as 
many as lot." 

The more extensive 
"campus-wide" co-oping 
program has just come into 
being in the last ten years, 
Jones said He cited Auburn. 
Tennessee Tech and 
Mississippi State as examples 
of universities with such a 
program 

"They’ve been very suc¬ 
cessful," Jones said 
"Students are easier to place 
with experience and usually 
start out with higher salaries 
than students who students 
who have not co-oped " 

To qualify for the program, 
a student must have com¬ 
pleted a minimum of two 
quarters at UTM and be able 
lo work at least five alternate 
quarters while attending the 
University, Jone said. The 
applicant has to have shown 
the ability and desire to 
receive an education in his 
chosen major and have a CPA 
of approximately 2.30 
minimum A student can earn 
up to nine hours credit for 
participation in the co-op 
program. 

Jones said he anticipated 
the first students from 
curriculums probably would 
not enter the program until 
spring since two-quarters on 
campus are required before 
the individual can be sent on a 
work assignment 

“This is not work-study,” 
Jones stressed of the 
program. "This work ex¬ 
perience must be treated 
primarily as an academic 
experience and not as a source 
of financial aid. 

“Since I started working 
with the program.” Jones 
said, “we never had a 
qualified student who has 
applied that we haven't been 
able to place with industry I 
would like to see every student 
graduate with the advantage 
of co-oping.”

The incorporation of 
existing internship and 
student teaching programs 
under the cooperative 
education program is being 
studied. Jones said, and so far 
moat departments have been 
receptive to the co-op idea 

Co-oping opportunities tor 
humanities students are 
unfamiliar to him, Jones said. 

"We'll have to find jobs for 
them," Jones said "I imagine 
most of them will have to go 
through social and govern¬ 
ment agencies, with some 
possibly being placed in public 
relations and personnel offices 
of industries. 

"I really can't work as fast 
with this job area," Jones 
said. "With the government 
agencies it takes so much time 
to get approval with all the red 
tape With industry, all I have 
to do is pick up a phone and gel 
a yes or no answer.” 

Jones has been active in 
UTM's co-op program since 
his appointment as chairman

The SGA is investigating the 
possibility of developing a 
food co-op which would enable 
students to buy products at 
wholesale costs.

A classic American comedy, 
“The Fantasticks,” will be

“The Fantasticks,” still 
running in its 14th year in New 
York, is a harlequinade 
written by two men from 
Texas, Tom Jones and Harvey 
Schniidt:'based on an old 
French romance. 

The Gallic original was 
"Les Romantiques," Edmond 
Rostand's first play, written in 
1894 when he was 26 years old 
which was more or less a 
buried footnote to the career 
of the man who later wrote 
"Cyrano de Bergerac,” until 
Jones and Schmidt dug it up as 
a plot for "The Fantasticks." 

The plot is about a boy and 
girl in love but it is the 
mockingly sophisticated style 
of telling their romatic story 
that seems to captivate 
audiences around the world.

The boy and girl are 
separated by a wall which 
their seemingly hostile 
parents have put up, he ex¬ 


plained. The necessity to 
climb trees on each side of the 
wall to have their secret 
meetings, the need to plot 
behind the backs of their 
feuding fathers, adds to the 
piquancy of their romance 

Actually their fathers are 
the best of friends who fondly 
hope that their children will 
inarry, Eisterhold said. They 
"rave forbidden meetings of' 
Iheir progeny out of the cer¬ 
tainty that youngsters will 
always by contrary. They 
expond this widsom in one of 
the show’s hit numbers 
“Never Say No,” which insisLs 
children will always do what 
they’re forbidden to do 

"In order to find a way in 
which their pretended ob¬ 
jections can be overcome, 
they hire a troupe of actors to 
stage an attempted abduction 
of the girl in the moonlight so 
her beau can gallantly rescue 
her," Eisterhold said.

Extensive Indian survey 
provides summer work

Dr. Choong Soon Kim. 
assistant professor of an 
l hropology at UTM, and 
eleven UTM students were 
hired this past summer by the 
Mississippi Band of Choctaw 
Indians to conduct the field 
work phase of a com 
prehensive socioeconomic- 
labor survey 

The students surveyed 79-4 
Choctaw households including 
(929 people, funded by a 
Health, Education and 
Welfare grant to the tribal 
council and planned by Dr 
John Peterson, chairman of 
the anthropology Department 
at Mississippi State Univer¬ 
sity and overall manager ©! 
Ihe project, l)r Kim. the 
director of fieldwork anil 
tribal officials. 

■ The fieldwork consisted of 
completing a minimum live- 
page questionnaire on eacli 
Choctaw household in 
Mississippi and Wesl Ten 
nessee served by tribal 
programs The survey up 


dates the federal census; 
locates addresses for the 
delivery of services; provides 
necessary educational, 
genealogical; agricultural, 
migratory and labor in¬ 
formation and establishes the 
size of the Choctaw labor 
force, the unemployment rate 
and an extensive data bank for 
tribal use 

It will also help to establish 
ties between the West Ten¬ 
nessee and the Mississippi 
Choctaws and will provide a 
basis for a complete 
genealogical survey which is 
proposed to begin next 
summer, Kim said The data 
collected is now being coded 
and programmed for com 
puler-processing by the MSI 
Department of Anthropology 

The Mississippi Choctaws 
are descendants of those 
Choctaws who refused to leave 
their homelands in east 
central Mississippi during the 
Jacksonian period of Indian 
removals in the 1830s 

Today, they live in a seven 
county area on or near the 


seven reservations 
established in 1918 by the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs 
Choctaw Agency ir 
Philadelphia. Mississippi The 
tribal headquarters is located 
nine miles wesl ol 
Philadelphia at the Pearl 
River Indian Community.. 

The UTM students lived 
there while conducting the 
survey and had the op¬ 
portunity of living along side 
the Choctaw- -making 


acquaintances and observing 
their culture, Kim said.
